& ERMAN MICHEL” is a typical figure of which the most remarkable 
G characteristic is that it has made itself absolutely inappropriate to 
its original purposes. It is a figure created by the German cari- 
caturists —a loutish, sleepy, heavy peasant, gazing on the world with dull, 
uninterested eyes. It stood for the political spirit of the German people — 
the spirit that existed in the years between ’48 and ’70—the spirit of 
indifferentism, of hopeless submission to superior power, of acceptance of 
whatever state of affairs it might please the rulers of the land to establish. 
It was aptly chosen. Even the possibilities of brute force suggested by the 
bumpkin’s sturdy build had a deeply significant application.

It stood as a reproach to the nation, and it seemed likely to stand for- 
ever as the type and symbol of a shameless indifferentism. But 1870 
and the war changed the spiritual state of Germany, or, rather began a 
process of change of which we have not yet seen the end. The success 
of the German arms in France, the unification of the Empire, and the con- 
fidence with which the Germans had learned to regard the wisdom and 
energy of their Emperor and his great chief-counsellor all helped to kindle 
a flame of patriotism throughout the land. The Germans had a nation at 
last, and national feeling was no longer a half-forgotten tradition, nor a 
theorist’s dream. But this was not to be all of ‘¢ Michel’s” awakening. As 
he began to think about national affairs, he began to think for himself. 
Compulsory education made him something very different from the Michel 
of oid. He went to take his turn at military service, an ignorant, rustic 
gawk. He came back a well-trained soldier, a citizen who could read and 
write— read political editorials and political tracts—-write them, possibly. 
He knew what was going on in the world. He learned that all other 
nations were not governed like his own. Wonderful days were dawning 
for Michel.

And now for twenty years the German government has been educating 
Michel, and Michel has been educating himself. These have been twenty 
years of uncommonly interesting object lessons. Michel has had an edify- 
ing view of the world. He has seen the great American Republic recover 
its vigor and gain new strength after a civil war such as no European 
nation has suffered since the middle ages. He has seen it subjected to the 
cruelest test to which a republic can be put, when a man was set to rule 
over it whose right to his place was denied by more than half the people 
of the nation; and he has seen that it met the ordeal with patriotic loyalty, 
and that its national integrity was not even threatened. He has seen 
France, poor conquered France, devastated by German armies, her children 
taken from her, her wealth gone to the payment of an enormous war 
indemnity, able still to recover, to thrive, to become once more a consider- 
able power, under.a republican form of government so strongly intrenched 
in the popular favor that not even military sedition could avail against it. 
And yet, in this time, it has also been his luck to see the most liberal of 
empires, the one empire in the western world, overturned in a twinkling by 


a handful of discontented soldiers.

But this is not all the education that Michel has had. While the 
government has been teaching him to read, and he has been teaching him- 
self various things that are useful and interesting to any good citizen and 
patriot, there have been plenty of people who have devoted themselves to 
giving him what might be called an underground education. All men who 
can read may know that there are republics as well as monarchies, empires 
and despotisms. But a vast class of determined, shrewd, enthusiastic men 
have been teaching Michel that there may also be other forms of govern- 
ment, untried as yet, but, like all untried schemes, full of dazzling possi- 
bilities. He has been told, sometimes openly, more often secretly, that 
socialism is a cure for all the evils of society: that he has but to pin his 
faith to socialism to find an easy way to every sort and shape of reform; 
and that to establish the socialistic rule is to make all men not only free and 
equal, but exactly alike, and of a remarkably fine pattern. And he has 
further heard from the energetic apostles of anarchy, that the world is best 
governed not when it is the least governed, but when it is governed not at 


all. Recent events in Germany show that this part of Michel’s education 
has certainly not been neglected — at least so far as the inculcation of the 


beauties of socialism is concerned.

‘‘Michel” remains the type of the political spirit of Germany; but 
the spirit has changed, and the figure of the dull lout is now typical only 
in its hint of strength. It is the old Michel; but the old Michel to be un- 
derstood with a difference. The face is the same; the form is the same. 
It still means the public spirit of Germany. But when it was first conceived, 
the public spirit of Germany was a jest. Now it is something earnest. 
Michel is awake. He is no longer indifferent, no longer dull. He may be 
quiet and cautious; but he is not supine. He has learned much—much 
that is good; much that is bad: much that may help him; much that may 
hurt him and others. Just what that plain face of his means; just what 
he knows or thinks he knows; just what are his hopes, his ambitions, his 
desires; just what is the spiritual fruit of all this long process of mental 
development which has been going on in him for twenty years—these 
things not the most careful observer can know. But we can be sure that 
there is a deal of thought in his cranium, in various stages of fermentation.

Now it is to this Michel, not to the old Michel: to the public spirit of 
Germany of 1890, and not to the public spirit of Germany of 1850 or 
1860, that the young Emperor Wilhelm is issuing his extraordinary ‘ re- 
scripts,” in which he describes himself as the emissary of God, sent to take 
charge of the future of the German nation (without specifying any quali- 
fications for the task with which the Almighty may have been pleased to 
endow him); announces his intention of solving at once the everlasting 
problem of poverty and ignorance, and offers to ‘‘shatter,” or ¢¢dash in 
pieces,” all who oppose him in his plans. Surely this young man, this in- 
experienced youth, the son of an Emperor who reigned only on his death- 
bed, the grandson of an Emperor whose best work was done before that 
grandson had got well used to long breeches; this immature martinet; this 
quaint despot with the narrow forehead and the eager, intolerant face — 
surely he is ill-fitted to meet the subtle, secret-minded men, conscious of 
their growing strength, who have taken the place of the submissive 
«¢ Michels ” of his grandfather’s time.

He may select election day as a proper time to gallop his cavalry regi- 
ments through a peaceful city; but this exhibition of power, while it may 
be worthy of respectful consideration, is hardly likely to be absolutely con- 
vincing to a people who have read the history of Europe for a hundred 
years back, and who know that dynasties do not last forever. That the 
young Emperor should desire to improve the condition of the humbler of 
his subjects is much to his credit. That he should take the occasion of 
inaugurating his improvements to re-assert the divine right of kings, and to 
arrogate to himself a power not merely despotic but superhuman, shows that 
he does not know his age or his people, or how ‘¢German Michel” has 
grown in brains and brawn since his grandfather first came to power.

The prevalent idea that tripe 
is the bark of a tree, is erroneous. 
It is neither the bark of a tree, nor 
the bark of a dog, though it prob- 
ably contains as much nutriment 
as the former, and is as beneficial 
to the human family as the latter. 

Some people have an idea 
that if tripe is dried and pulver- 
ized, it makes a good medicine 
for horses and other cattle. Old 
uncle Hayseed Gump once had a 
sick horse, and he thought he 
would try the tripe; so he dried 
a piece, and ground it up, and 
added a few harmless ingredi- 
ents, like cyanide of po-assium,
